G.S.R. 620. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Senior Chemist in the Central Ground Water Board, 
namely : — 

1 . Short title and commencement: — 

(i) These rules may be called the Central Ground Water Board (Senior Chemist) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(li) They shall come into force on the date of tlioir publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and scale of pay : — 

Number of post, its classification and tho scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc:— 

The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 
5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age I i nil specified for direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders of the Central Government issued from time to time. 

4. Disqualifications: — 

No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spoutc living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage Is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other parly to (he marriage and there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

5. Power to relax : — 

Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recor- 
ded m writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these rules with res- 
pect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: — 

Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard, I

EXPLAN A TORY MEMORANDUM 

The recruitment rules for various Class 1 and Class II 
(non-tenure) posts in the forest Research Institute and Col- 
leges, Dchia Dun were notified on 20-10-1966. The rules 
for the posts oi Senior Research Officer (Ordinal y Grade), 
Reseaich Officer (Other than engineering and Statistical), 
Research Officer (Statistical) and Research Officer (Engineer- 
ing) were effective for a period of 5 years i.e. till 19th 
October, 1971. The validity of these rules was extended 
till 30-4-1974. 


Since finalisation of flesh recruitment rules will take some 
time and since in the meantime, vacant posts have to be 
filled in accordance with the Rules notified in October, 1966, 
it has been decided in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission and the Ministry of Law and Justice 
to extend the validity of these recruitment rules further till 
30th Apiil, 1975. The retrospective operation of these 
rules will not prejudice the interests of any officer in the 
Forest Research Institute and Colleges, Delira Dun.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the mintage and there aro other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of opinion lhat it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to ba recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving: — Nothing in these rulos shall affect reservations and othr concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribal and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G ,S.R. 636. — In exercise of Ihe powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Class Til and Class IV posts in the Technical Centre of Civil Aviation Department, 
namely: — 

1. Short title and Commencement. —(1) Those rules may be called the Civil Aviation Department, Technical Centre (Class III and 
Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts as specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classlflcatio n and scale of pay. — -The number of the said posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— The method of recruitment to tho said posts, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruits in column fi of the said Schedule may be relaxed in the case of candi- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to lime. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person,- - 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said Posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so rloimr. exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where tho Central Government is of opinion that it is naccssary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
and for reasons (o bo recorded in writing; relax any of tho provisions of these rules with respect of any class or category of persons or 
posts. 

7. Saving — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for persons belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes, the Sehedued Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard,

G.S.R- 637- — la exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Class III and Class IV posts in the Aeronautical Communication Organisation of 
the Civil Aviation Department, namely :— 

Short title and commencement:— 0 ) These rules may be called the Civil Aviation Department, Aeronautical Communication Orga- 
nisation (Class III and Class IV Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application: — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules.

G.S.R 665 : — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the General Central Services Class III (non-gazetted) posts in the Unit of the 
Central Training Institute for Instructors (Women) at Now Delhi, of the Directorate of Training, Directorate General of Employment 
and Training ; namely : — 

(1) Short title and commencement, — These rules may be called the Directorate of Training, (the Unit of the Central Training Institute 
for Instructors (Women) at New Delhi) Class III posts Recruitment Rules, 1974, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official gazette. 

(3) Application, —These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column (l) of the schedule annexed hereto. 

(4) Number of posts, Classification and Scale of Pay . — The number of posts, their classification and scale of pay sttached thereto, 
shallbe as specified in columns (2) to 4 of the said schedule. 

(5) Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications, etc. , — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns (5) to (13) of the schedule aforesaid. 

(6) Disqualification. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living ; of 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

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G.S.R 653 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes (ho 
following rules regulating the mellud of recruitment to the General Central Service Class III (non-gazetted) posts in the Headquarters 
of the Directorate of Training, Directorate General of Employment and Training; namely : — 

(1) Short title and commencement:— fhese rules may be called the Directorate of Training, (Class III Noil-Ministerial posts at Head- 
quarters) Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official gazette. 

(3) Application : — These rules shall apply to the posts specilicd in column (1) of the schedule annexed hereto. 

(4) Number of posts, Classification and Seale of Pay The number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, 

shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the said schedule. 

(5) Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc. : — I'hc method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns (5) to (13) of the schedule aforesaid. 
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(6) Disqualification : — No person 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, lias entered into or contracted a maniage with any person, 
sliall be eligible for appointment to any of (he said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government mav, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the otlv-r party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operalionof (his rule. 

(71 Power to relax Where (he Central Government is of opinion that it is necessaiy or expedient so to do. it may, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

(8) Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions requiied to be provided for Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from' 
time to time in this regard.

G-S R. 65S.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the follow- 
ing rules regulating the method of recruitment to the General Central Service Class 111 (non-gazetted) posts in the Unit of the Fort mat 
Taining Institute at Bangalore, of the Directorate of Training, Directorate Gencjal of Employment and Training; namely • 

0) Short title and commencement : These rules may be called the Directorate of Training, (the Unit of the Foremen Training Instil tile 
at Bangalore) Class 111 posts Recruitment Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in ihe official gazette, 

(3) Application : These rules shall apply lo the posts specified in column (1) of the schedule annexed hereto, 

(4) Number of posts, Classification and Scale of Pay : The number of posts, their classification and the scale of pay attached thereto, 
shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the said schedule. 

(5) Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications, etc. The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matter 
relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns (5) to (13) of the schedule aforesaid. 

(6) Disqualification : No person- 

fa) who has entered into, or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts. Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for 
sodoing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

(7) Power to relax : Where the Central Government is of opinion that is necessary or expedient so to do, it nay, fer icascnslo te 
rocorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

(8) Saving : Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be. provided for Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.
